Unrest 
In Hungary 


Vienna, Nov. 28. 

Recent large-scale dismissals in Hungary 
have caused so much trouble and unrest in the 
Government

The world has stood in vague fear of Wall 
Street ever since the New York Stock Market 
crash in 1929 touched-off the great depression. So 
that it was of more than passing interest when 
last week United States industrial stock prices 
broke through the peak which marked the end of 
the “roaring twenties” and the beginning of the 
“lean thirties.” 5 


But there is no reason to fear that history 
is about to repeat itself. And this is not simply 
that we know more about dynamics of “boom.and 
bust” than we did 25 years ago.
